Some major opponents of a direct 
rationing system have contended 
that an unwieldy new bureaucracy 
would have to be constructed to 
handle it, and also that by allowing 
prices to go up. the effect would be 
self-rationing by users unwilling to 
pav the costs 
Higher prices for diesel 
fuel 
already have caused some major 
disruptions

traffic 
on

highways by independent truckers 
conducting protest blockages. Most 
of these appeared to have ended 
today, but some truckers began 
using a new tactic in Ohio—forming 
parallel, slow-moving caravans of 
ngs that had much the same effect.

finishing touches on legislation to 
give Nixon emergency powers to 
deal with the energy crisis—such as 
imposing nation wide speed limits 
Many congressional leaders are in

warned

The study said that if gasoline 
rationing 
and

mandatory 
energy conservation rules are not 
imposed promptly, the nation will be 
hit next spring with “the most 
grievous 
shortages 
ever 
experienced.” 
The study forecast the scarcity of 
oil would be much greater than the 
government has estimated, with the 
shortfall possibly reaching as high 
as 5 million barrels a day. 
“The extent of the shortages and 
the threat they impose on the 
economy 
and 
to 
the 
national 
security exceed by far any savings 
resulting from measures taken to 
date,” the study said. 
Stein said the government had not 
ruled out rationing “as a possible 
element in this picture” but Simon 
made clear Thursday, as has Nixon, 
that it would be “an absolute last 
resort” that would not come before 
March 1 at the earliest.

It’s an early Sunday morning in 
the Lompoc Valley. The sky is 
wintry serene. 
You’re outside mowing the lawn. 
When that’s done you plan to have a 
big breakfast. The wife is getting it 
ready. The family across the street, 
piled in their car, pulls out of the 
driveway, 
heading 
for the 
La 
Purisima Catholic Church, for the 
7:30 Mass. 
Suddenly, thundering sounds come 
from Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Airplanes swarm over it. Black 
smoke bellows. 
A column of planes strike toward 
Lompoc and begin strafing the 
parked airplanes and dive bombing 
the hangars and runways at the 
Lompoc 
Airport. 
The 
Lompoc 


Police 
department 
is 
strafed. 
Bombs fall on the fire department. 
A second column of planes fly 
over the Lompoc oil field between 
Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills and drop 500-pound bombs. The 
planes race around to Lompoc, 
dropping bombs on the Southern 
Pacific 
railroad yard, continue 
south to J-M and drop bombs there. 


In moments the valley is in 
shambles. Chaos overrules rational 
behavior. 
Huge 
fires 
rage 
uncontrolled. 


If all this sounds impossible, even 
inconceivable, then maybe you can 
fathom the dismay of the American 
public, and people on Oahu Island 
when Pearl Harbor was attacked 32 
years ago today. More words have 
been written about the Pearl Harbor 
disaster than perhaps any other

cutters struck the two supermarket 
chains. 


With the coalition strike fully 
launched, the employers countered 
firmly on their own with a lockout at 
all markets against members of 
striking unions 


At this point, state employment 
officials said, more than 22,000 
market workers are on strike in 
Southern California and drawing 
benefits of about $35 weekly.

La Purisima Mission area “ remote

hearing before the County Planning 
Commission in Santa Barbara. 


La Purisima Mission Advisory 
Committee 
has 
requested 
the 
commission to reconsider proposed 
one-acre zoning which is felt to be a 
forerunner, if adopted by the county 
s u p e r v i s o r s , 
to 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
development that could spoil the 
integrity of the mission area outside 
of the city of Lompoc. The property 
involved is a strip of land fronting 
the mission and now in agriculture. 


In the forefront of the fight to 
“preserve” the mission area from 
development 
are 
Cynthia 
A. 
LaBand, a committee member, and 
Miss Pearl Chase, of Santa Barbara, 
honorary 
president 
of 
the 
committee. 
The commission last Sept. 19 
voted for one-acre RA-0 (suburban 
agricultural 
zoning) 
despite 
requests to have the property placed 
in 40-acre agricultural designation 
to prevent high density use and 
reflect its present use. The vote for 
one-acre zoning was 5-3, and was 
interpreted by some commission 
members as making the zoning 


consistent with 
the agricultural 
designation in the general plan. 
The general plan review session of 
the planning body in relation to La 
Purisima Mission relates to parcels 
on the south 
side of Lompoc- 
Casmalia Rd., east side of Road 7, 
and on the west side of St. Rt. 246. 
Miss Chase and Mrs LaBand have 
pointed out that the historical state 
park 
could 
be 
dam aged 
by 
residential or other high density 
development 
on 
lands 
in 
the 
immediate area. 
Miss Chase also stressed that it 
should be remembered that federal, 
state and county tax funds have gone 
into the mission complex and that 
many private contributors have 
d o n a t e d 
to 
m a i n t a i n 
th e 
monument’s uniqueness. 
Meanwhile, county planning and 
conservation leaders said they are 
turning their sights to the dangers of 
proposed rezoning of Mission Ines 
lands seen suitable for development. 
Property seemingly threatened with 
development is just east of the 
mission and owned by the Roman 
Catholic diocese, it was stated. 
The Citizens Planning Assn. of 
Santa Barbara County has gone on 
record as opposing the one-acre 
rezoning of the lands fronting La 
Purisima Mission as well as any 
zoning changes for Mission Ines 
lands in the Santa Ynez Valley.

Today about eight known Pearl Harbor survivors live in 
the Lompoc area Here are some of their stories, what they 
were doing when “ all the hell and commotion ” began... 
Corporal Eugene Marsh, 21, of the 35th Infantry Division, 
Schofield Barracks, planned to spend the day in Honolulu It 
was his weekend with the 1934 Model A Ford he eo-owned 
with an army buddy 
“ I never did make it (to Honolulu); and it wasn t for 
about a month until we started thinking about going to town 
again,” he recalls. 


Dressed in civies, Marsh was walking to the Ford when 
he heard “ one big thundering blast” from Pearl Harbor, 
immediately followed by fire drill alarms 
He quickly rushed back into his barracks and donned field 
clothes. As he did other soliders set up machine guns on 
rooftops The only ammo available was what was left from 
the last firing practice Almost nothing 
Now living at 523 North C St., Marsh is employed at FCI 
as a farm supervisor. 
Sergeant Virgil Henderson, stationed at Hickam Field in 
the Armv-Air Corp. got a little further than Marsh that 
morning He was standing on Waikiki beach, when the 
action began 


The 23-year-old sergeant jumped in his car and drove 
back to Hickam Field As he pulled through the main gate, 
it so happened his car was right in line of a swooping, 
machine-gunning Japanese fighter Henderson jumped the 
curb and zig-zagged his vehicle between buildings. 
Although he wasn't hit, that day Henderson lost many 
buddies 
“ A main problem was that the ground was so hard the 
machine gun c.rews couldn t dig in. They sat on the ground 
like sitting ducks,’ he said somewhat bitterly 
Henderson, 4057 Capella D r, now works as the sales 
manager of Hartsfield Trailer Supply in Lompoc He is a 
retired Air Force first sergeant. 


Twenty-two-year-old deckman Kalph Edmondson lost a 
lot of buddies too. 400 of them They were all crew 
members on the USS West Virginia, battleship. 
“ I was want’n to go ashore, waiting for my liberty pass 
on the main deck,” recounted Edmondson, when the next 
thing he knew torpedos and bombs were falling He had the 
privilege of seeing the first torpedo hit the West Virginia 
“ But I didn’t know it was a live one I thought it was a 
practice army wooden torpedo, he expalmed 
The torpedo exploded, covering Edmondson with 
saltwater. He hastily crawled under a turret and stayed 
there during the bombing No ammo was aboard ship 
Six torpedo hits sunk the West Virginia. 
Edmondson. 121 North X St., is employed as a civil 
servant on Vandenberg 
Instead of getting wet, Bill Bryant, 22. got three shrapnel 
wounds in his chest and one shrapnel wound m his right arm 
as he ran into a 
Hickam Field hangar 
Gaining 
consciousness, he picked himself up and walked to the 
barracks across the street 
On Pearl Harbor morning, Bryant, a flight engineer, was 
in the hangar preparing for an administrative flight to 
another island He heard explosions and ran outside to . 
investigate 
Seeing smoke in the distance from the 
battleships and airplanes (with rising red sun emblems) 
coming in on Hickam Field, he rushed back inside That's 
when a bomb fell on the hangar. 
Retired in 1968 from the Air Force, Bryant is employed 
as the assistant golf course superintendent at Vandenberg 
He lives at 3937 Agena Way. 
Deckman Warren C. Fletcher was sitting down eating 
breakfast on the USS Curtiss, a seaplane tender, when it 
happened 
“ I could look out the cargo hatch and could see the 
explosions and fires at Hickam,” he recounted. 
General alert sounded and this 17-year-old sailor dashed 
to his battle station on a five inch gun. For the next two 
hours, as Fletcher passed ammo, there was nothing but 
noise and confusion. 


The USS Curtiss was officially credited with destroying 
four Japanese planes and one submarine and possibly 
destroying two other Japanese planes. She took a plane 
crash on the lower deck, a 500 pound bomb, and an 80 man 
loss. 
j 
Now living at 619 W. Willow Ave., Fletcher is the store 
manager for Monte’s Auto Parts in Lompoc. 
“ We were lucky,” believes Bud Morrison. 
He had the 4 to 8 a.m. security watch on the waterfront at 
the submarine base in the middle of Pearl Harbor that 
morning. The base received no casualties, no bombs, and 
minor strafing. 
“ We were not a prime target.” 
A first class petty officer and 24-year-old, Morrison and 
an assistant walked back to the barracks to secure the 
watch wheen they observed low flying planes and smoke 
coming from the naval yard, about a quarter mile away. 
He spent the rest of the morning loading cold storage 
provisions on trucks so they could be transported to the few 
submarines getting under way. 
A retired lieutenant commander, Morrison is a 
supervisor of industrial relations with United Technology 
Center on Vandenberg. He lives at 4005 Clubhouse Road.

Enclosed is a copy of the 
letter I wrote to Colonel 
Walter Conrad, Command 
of Vandenberg Air Foee 
Base, expressing some of 
my 
thoughts 
about 
the 
energy crisis. 
Since 
we citizens 
are 
paying 
for 
the 
whole 
operation, maybe we can 
get 
it 
to work 
for us 
directly. 
Thank you 
Dear Colonel Conrad: 
With the energy crisis 
upon 
us, 
we 
are 
all—hopefully 
— 
doing 
everything 
within 
our 
means to conserve energy 
at home and on the job. My 
family has turned down the 
thermostat at home, and we 
try to keep the lights and 
other users of power under 
co n tro l. 
I 
have 
recommended 
to 
Mr. 
Howells of Allan Hancock 
College of Vandenberg that 
the lighting be reduced to an 
acceptable minimum in the 
cla ssro o m s, 
and 
I 
conscientously 
keep 
the 
heat low in my own room 
For me that leaves one 
major area of concern: 
commuting to and from 
work, and other comparable 
travel. 


I 
and 
some 
other 
concerned citizens follow 
the 
basic 
rules 
of 
conservation driving I keep 
my driving speed low, as do 
other drivers, and I car pool 
to work But I feel you can 
have a major effect in that 
area. 
Car 
pooling 
can 
reduce 
fuel 
consumption 
greatly; and, from what is 
an 
admittedly 
biased 
sample, 1 have concluded 
that Vandenberg could well 
benefit from such action. 
Traveling 
to 
work 
on 


several different days at 
5:00 p m , I kept track of the 
percentage 
of 
multiple- 
passenger vehicles, such as 
cars and pick-up trucks, 
that carried two or more 
passengers 
The counts I 
found varied from one-in- 
four to as little as one-in­ 
twenty. I feel that a valid 
and reliable sampling of 
cummuter 
traffic 
would 
show that at least 10 per 
cent and maybe much more 
of the rush hour traffic 
actually 
involved 
car 
pooling. 
It is clear to me that the 
commuter use of fuel is a 
factor 
that 
Vandenberg 
AFB should be concerned 
with, and one that can be 
directly within your relm of 
control. There are several 
suggested things that might 
be done to encourage the 
use 
of 
more 
efficient 
transportation 
First, 
it 
could be wise to validate my 
informal 
figures on car 
pooling by checking the rush 
hour traffic at various times 
and at all points of entry to 
the base. Second, the base 
has immediate access to 
several media that could be 
used, such as the Mesa 
Missilier 
and 
the 
Base 
Bulletin 
There are also 
such 
avenues 
as 
Com m ander's 
Calls, 
virtually 
all 
scheduled 
military 
and 
civilian 
training classes, the base 
theatre, etc. Additionally, 
the positive public image 
effects of having the base 
actively support, and even 
push for, such actions via 
the local news media may 
be 
immeasurable. 
For 
example, you may support 
the 
recently 
proposed 
commuter rail line between 
Lompoc and Vandenberg, 
and expand and control the 


use of bus service on the 
base. 
I feel that there is one 
other major area in which 
you and other agencies on 
the base can take a major 
part The base has access to 
computer time, and as has 
been done in other places, 
those computers can be 
used to set up efficient car 
pooling processes, and car 
pools themselves, for all 
base personnel. Although I 
am not personally qualified 
to comment extensively on 
the use of computers for 
such purposes as these, I am 
aware of many resources 
that can assist in providing 
this service. 


In conclusion, there are 
major actions that can and 
must be taken to redirect 
the use of energy resources. 
Since Vandenberg AFB is 
the major employer in this 
area, you can have a direct 
effect on the actions of a 
large number of people. 
There 
is 
great 
concern 
about energy conservation, 
an urgent need for such 
action, and the resources to 
support it. All else that is 
needed is the decision to 
begin 
I encourage you to make 
that decision, and offer my 
support in carrying it out.

“ You blew it,“ said the voice on 
the phone, by way of greeting 
That didn’t bother me A large 
percentage of my callers open with 
similar boquets. 
“ You had a story yesterday on 
Hank Cook, the All-American,” the 
voice went on. “ You didn't say 
anything 
about 
the 
other 
All- 
American from Lompoc this year “ 
“ Huh?” was my snappy reply. 
“ You didn’t say anything about 
Terry Williams,” said the voice. 
I assured him that it was a minor 
oversight. After all, where’s the 
novelty in a Lompoc kid who goes on 
to a major college and is named 
first team All-American in his 
sport? As a freshman 
For the caller and all other Terry 
Williams fans, here’s the scoop: 
Without going into a lengthy 
history. Williams is a graduate of 
Lompoc High (last year) who now 
runs for the University of Oregon. 
He came in 22nd place in this year’s 
NCAA 
Cross 
Country 
Championships. That’s 22nd in the 
nation. The top 25 runners are 
accorded All-American status by 
the NCAA 
An interesting fact: Of this year's 
golden 25, 14 are from foreign 
countries 
(competing 
for 
US 
schools). Of the 11 Americans, two 
are freshmen— Terry, and Craig 
Virgin of the University of Illinois. 
Terry's 22nd place finish, along 
with teammate Steve Prefontaine’s 
first place and roommate David 
Taylor’s 30th place, gave Oregon a 
national cross country crown. 
“ I was really more pleased with 
the team championship than with 
being 
All-American,” 
stated 
Williams. 
Question: 
After 
All-American, 
what? 
“ . . 
beat Craig Virgin,” says 
Terry. Virgin finished 10 in the 
national meet. 
We may have a rivalry heating up 
here, folks.

Pads move called 
subsidized piracy 


SAN DIEGO (UP1) — First he declared war, then Mayor Pete 
Wilson fired his first salvo against National League baseball owners 
Thursday just hours after they ordered the San Diego Padres 
franchise transferred to Washington, D.C. 
City attorneys appeared in superior court armed with a temporary 
restraining order seeking to block the move and a writ of attachment 
that would freeze Padre assets here. 


After conferring with attorneys for the city, Padres, the National 
League and Washington interests who purchased the franchise. Judge 
Eli Levenson set a hearing on the matter for Wednesday. 
Earlier, an angry Wilson claimed political extortion from some 
congressmen had forced the National League to move a franchise to 
Washington under penalty of possible antitrust action against 
baseball. 
“ The U.S. Congress, as watchdog of the public purse, has decided 
that subsidizing the piracy of the San Diego Padres is an urgent 
national priority, warranting the expenditures of federal taxpayers 
dollars,” Wilson said. “ It’s a modem version of the public be damned. 
“ The city will wage war against the league on both the legal and 
political fronts to keep our baseball team in San Diego,” he told a 
news conference. 
Wilson said terms of the lease to the Joseph Danzansky group at 
RFK Stadium were a, “ giveaway that no other city can or should in 
good conscience offer.” 
The 
mayor 
said 
two California congressmen 
planned 
an 
investigation into the stadium lease. 
“ Adding insult to injury to the city of San Diego,” Wilson said, “ is 
the fact federal income tax dollars are to be used to subsidize the 
piracy of the baseball team from San Diego Stadium which they 
subsidize as local taxpayers. I want to raise hell about it. I want to see 
it aired in the halls of Congress. 
“ A majority of congressmen should be repelled by the subsidy of tax 
dollars. There aren’t enough dollars to take care of the real priorities, 
tet alone the enjoyment of congressional baseball fans at the expense 
of taxpayers’ dollars.” 
Wilson also said the city planned to press a $12 million action it had 
previously filed against the National League when earlier efforts to 
shift the franchise were made.

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Prison gangs to be 
segregated, jail 
freedoms restricted 


Rhodes to succeed Ford in House 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Prison gang 
m embers will be segregated and their 
jailhouse 
freedoms 
sharply 
restricted 
when lockups at the state’s four toughest 
institutions 
are 
eased 
next 
week, 
California Corrections Director Raymond 
Procunier said Thursday 
Such 
gangs 
as 
the 
Mexican 
Mafia, 
Nuestra Fam ilia, Aryan Brotherhood and 
Black Guerrilla Fam ily will come under 
special 
scrutiny 
in 
an effort 
to 
halt 
mushrooming violence within the state 
system , Procunier declared. 
Admitting in an interview that he was 
taking the hardest line ever in his six years 
as state prison boss, he said: 
“ In general term s what it boils down to 
is we’ve got to get these places safe enough 
that the staff is operating in a clim ate 
where they are not fearful and the inmates 
are operating where they are not fearful ” 
Procunier, 
a 
20-year 
correction s 
department veteran who worked his way 
up from a guard, ordered a strict lockup at 
San Quentin, Folsom , Soledad and Tracy 
last week because of a “ reign of terror 
More and more hard core felons than 
ever before are in or being sentenced to 
state prisons daily “ and the atmosphere is 
so charged the good guys are afraid to be 
friends with us," he said 
“ Gangs of these guys are running wild 
and 
threatening other people. 
They're 
hoodlums really They’re using violence to 
keep other people in lin e." 
Gang attacks and warfare, he said, are 
responsible for up to 90 per cent of the 
prison violence. 


The 
lockups, 
during 
which 
all 
jail 
freedoms 
are 
restricted 
and 
searches 
conducted, will be phased out “ in the next 
few days. 
“ We re all very sensitive and aware that 
we don't want to keep any guys locked up 
unnecessarily but at the sam e time we 
don’t want to unlock so fast we are going to 
be too lenient for them ," he said 
The prison, he added, will return to “ a 
normal of much more control than it was 
before. 
“ It will be much stricter for some. 
There’ll be a group, we don’t know how big, 
which will be restricted considerably more 
than they are now They’ll have programs 
limited to what can be safe for that group." 
That group, he said, will be composed of 
identified gang m em bers and other general 
trouble m akers. 


There also will be another group, which 
Procunier called “ questionable —those we 
can ’t identify that w ell," which also will be 
restricted. 


“ In the sim plest term s the good guys will 
have less restrictions and m ore oppor­ 
tunities," he said. 


The lockups and general crackdown on 
violence, he said, have created a new 
prison atm osphere which both inm ates and 
guards feel will wipe out the fear of 
violence. 


“ Many, 
m any 
inm ates 
are 
very 
optim istic. They’ve got faith we’re not 
going to be screwing down people when we 
don’t 
need 
too," 
Procunier 
said.

WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - Hep John J Rhodes, R-Ariz., 
has stood in the shadow of the House GOP leadership for 11 
years. Now he is going to the top of the ladder, succeeding 
Gerald R. Ford as minority leader. 
The 57-year-old Rhodes, serving his 11th term in the 
House, has been assured a nearly unanimous vote as leader 
when House Republicans meet in a closed session today to 
pick Ford ’s successor. 
The soft-spoken, low-key Rhodes is serving his sixth two- 
year term as chairm an of the House Republican Policy 
Com m ittee, which puts him one step below the top three in 
the House GOP leadership. 
The 27-member policy com m ittee votes on m ajor legisla­ 
tion and s e n d s its recommendations to all 191 Republican 
m em bers of the House for their guidance. That's where its 
influence ends 
Rhodes emerged, after Ford was nominated by President 
Nixon Oct. 12 to be vice president, as a compromise choice 


between conservatives and moderates in the party and thus 
will vault over the two higher leadership posts into the top 
spot. 
Rep. Leslie Arends, R 111 . who has been in the No 2 spot 
as GOP whip for 30 years, was considered too old for the 
leadership role While he thought of running for the post, he 
eventually decided against it and announced he will retire 
from Congress at the end of next vear 
Rep John B Anderson. R 111 . No 3 in the leadership as 
chairman of the House Republican Conference, is too 
moderate for the conservatives who control the House GOP 
party machinery.

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Education — Watergate 


Watergate may have the impact of 
another Sputnik in the classroom. 
Just as the launching of the first space 
satellite started a revolution in the 
teaching of science and mathematics, 
Watergate may precipitate a renewed 
effort to teach the values and the workings 
of the American system of government. 
It 
could 
also 
become 
the 
most 
controversial subject in the schools since 
sex education. 
In both cases, strong emotions and 
opinions are involved, and in both cases, 
many people are convinced that if 
everyone would just stop talking about the 
subject, it would quietly go away. 
Watergate isn’t going to go away, 
however “ There may have been a coverup 
in the government, but there can be no 
coverup in the classroom,” 
With these words, 
Rep. 
Margaret 
Heckler, R-Mass., kicked off a recent 
conference of educators in Scarborough, 
Me., on the subject: “ The Educational 
Implications of Watergate.” 
“There is a crisis of confidence in 
government,” Rep. Heckler told more 
than 130 New England teachers. “ It is

important for educators to face the 
questions of Watergate, to help renew 
faith in our country . ” 
But how does a teacher present the facts 
about Watergate when so many Americans 
dispute what the “ facts" are? How does a 
teacher teach the lessons of Watergate, 
whatever those lessons are, without 
running the risk of indoctrinating his or 
her students in a certain point of view — or 
incurring possible reprisal from outraged 
parents? 
The educators could only agree that 
Watergate is an excellent device to 
interest 
students 
in 
the 
study 
of 
government, power and history. They 
disagreed about expressing their own 
opinions about the scandal. 
Catherine Barrett, past president of the 
National Education Assn., touched on the 
heart of the problem: 
“ While we should present all points of 
view, we cannot be impartial in the end. 
Failure to choose a course is to choose one. 
Not to teach about this issue, and the 
democratic principles behind it, is, quite 
bluntly, to fail to teach and that is a 
betrayal of professional trust.” 


Airborne command post 


WASHINGTON - Although the 
House Appropriations Committee 
has cut nearly $3 billion from the 
defense budget of close to $75 
billion, many strange and wonderful 
curiousities that escape most eyes 
are still more or less intact. They 
are part of Dr. Strangelove’s world 
of nuclear holocaust. 
Take an item of 
$548 million for the 
national 
airborne 
command 
post. 
Only a part of this is 
in 
the 
current 
budget 
and 
the 
appropriations 
com m ittee 
has 
pared it a bit. 
To the distress of the triple domes 
who do the computer work for the 
Air Force it may be spread out over 
three or four years. And that, they 
say, means a period of danger when 
the commander-in chief may be 
unable 
to 
direct 
the 
nuclear 
response. 
The 
logic 
of 
the 
airborne 
command post is as follows: while 
the missiles ram down and millions 
die in the ruined cities a command 
plane flying at 35,000 feet directs the 
response through a battle staff with 
a highly complex communications 
system 
Commander-in-chief 
Nixon may 
or may not be on board the 
command post. It will depend on 
where he was when the word first 
came that missiles in the Soviet 
Union had been sent off. He might 
well be on his way to San Clemente 
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and we would in that event, through 
the communications system on Air 
Force 1, give instructions to the 
battle staff. The President and the 
President 
alone 
can 
buy 
an 
elaborate coding system release 
America’s nuclear arsenal. 
Once the release has been given 
the battle staff will determine the 
response. They may decide it is 
unnecessary to wipe out all the 
enemy’s cities. They may even find 
that the missile or missiles coming 
over were discharged accidentally. 
An airborne command post was 
activated in the early ’60s. One is 
operated out of the Strategic Air 
Command near Ohama, the other 
near Washington. 
On 
the SAC 
station one of seven converted 707s 
is constantly in the air. 
There are in a sense backup posts 
for 
two 
land-based 
command 
stations, one in the Pentagon and 
one at Ft. Richey. The Pentagon is 
judged “ soft” and even the post at 
Ft. Richey, dug into the Catoctin 
mountains, could be knocked out by 
a direct hit. Therefore, the airborne 
post is essential to accumulate in a 
place 
of 
“ survivability” 
all 
information and to relay to the 
surviving forces battle orders. 
The Department of Defense has 
found that the converted 707s are no 
longer adequate. The need is for 
747s that will take many more 
modes of communication that can’t 
be stuffed into a 707. This includes 
satellite 
communication 
and 
possibly 
an 
outside 
computer, 
although the computer, not yet 
authorized 
by 
congressional 
committees, would mean probably 
an additional $10 million. 
Then the battle staff must be 
enlarged to man the new and 
infinitely more complex system. 
You can readily see how all this 
conglomeration 
of 
men 
and 
machines could not be packed into a 
place smaller than the 747, which is 
also faster and with longer flying 
time. You can readily see, too, that 
if the President happened to be in 
Washington and were whisked by 
helicopter from the south lawn of 
the White House to Andrews Air 
Force Base a larger plane is 
essential to give him a suitable 
command seat. 
All this adds up to seven 747s with 
the 
developm ent 
of 
new 
communications equipment, a giant 
new hangar at Andrews and training 
of additional battle staff: total $585 


million. Thè new equipment is 
estimated to cost $100,000 of this 
total. 
In the sanity of a past long 
vanished this must sound like the 
wildest kind of science-fiction. To 
think that, while well-nigh universal 
ruin and death rain down, the battle 
staff high above it all play those 
consoles that will mean the death of 
millions or hundreds of millions on 
the other side of the earth 
No, it is not science-fiction but the 
plight 
to 
which 
this 
tragic 
civilization has been brought. The 
inquiring reporter is told that the 
Russians have made great advances 
in this field. And they know — they 
know, how familiar that they are — 
how far the Americans lag behind. It 
is in the news from day to day, 
nuclear 
weapons 
here, 
nuclear 
weapons there. But can this vision 
■ of a nuclear future be made to seem 
anything but madness?

WASHINGTON - When Richard 
Nixon was promoting the safety of 
nuclear power plants before the 
Associated

What he didn't tell 
the editors is that this plant at San 
Onofre, California, had closed down 
for several months on October 21 
due to a serious and costly accident.

(AEC) was notified that day of the

Public 
disclosure came on November 22 
through a story in the Los Angeles 
Times. Reporter Lee Dye asked an 
AEC official why the secrecy. He 
replied: 
“ I just don't have an 
answer for that.’'

nuclear plants, as 
well as the trans­ 
portation and dis­ 
posal of their deadly 
wastes, is nothing 
new at the AEC. In 
recent months, the 
agency has learned 
more about how its 
vaunted 
standards 
were either inade­ 
quate or unobserved 
by 
the 
reactor 
manufacturers 
or 
utilities who build 
these “ nukes.” 
AEC internal memoranda and 
reports refer to “ near misses' or 
the presence of “ good luck 
to 
describe how design defects or 
operating errors were closer to 
causing 
a 
catastrophic 
chain 
reaction 
which 
would 
release 
radioactivity into the environment. 
Here 
are some 
recent 
plant 
hazards 
acknowledged 
by 
AEC 
officials: 
1) The critical emergency core 
cooling system ((ECCS) in these 
plants (39 are now operating with 
varying degrees of unreliability) is

deficient. The ECCS is the fail-safe 
system that is suppose to prevent 
the 
doomsday 
class 
melt-down 
accident and the massive civilian 
casualties, property damage and the 
cancerous contamination of an area 
the size of Pennsylvania 
2) A uranium fuel densification 
(shrinkage) problem took the AEC 
by surprise and led it to admit that 
such 
a 
defect 
can 
seriously 
aggravate 
accidents. 
This 
risk 
illustrates how much remains to be 
understood about reactor operation 
by those officials who so glibly 
assure the public about nuclear 
power safety. 
3) Earthquake risks, which are 
slowing licensing of “ nukes” in 
C alifo rn ia, 
have 
presented 
themselves in Virginia where a 
nearly completed $1 billion nuclear 
plant 45 miles from Richmond was 
belatedly discovered by a “ Who us 
worry?” AEC to be right over a 
geological fault. The agency also 
discovered that the Millstone Plant 
in Connecticut and other plants 
contained 
inoperative equipment 
designed 
to 
control 
expessive 
vibrations 
in the event of an 
earthquake. 
41 Another recently discovered 
defect 
affects 
certain 
reactors 
manufactured by General Electric 
and the adequacy of reactor cooling. 
5) The AECs regulatory staff has 
issued a report casting doubt even 
on the reliability of the emergency 
shutdown systems at nuclear plants. 
Add to these troubles the warnings 
to 
the 
AEC 
by 
the 
General 
Accounting Office which reported 
laxness in the AEC’s supervision of 
the transportation of nuclear waste 


materials. More recently the GAO 
told Congress that it found little 
security 
at 
three 
commercial 
facilities handling special nuclear 
materials which could be stolen or 
diverted to make nuclear weapons 
The AEC had previously given these 
plants ok ratings. 
More radioactive wastes — in the 
thousands of gallons 
have leaked 
from their temporary storage sites 
in Richland. Washington 
Nuclear

must 
be 
contained from the environment for 
nearly a half million years 
An 
amount of the lethal Plutonium 239 
not exceeding twenty pounds could, 
if efficiently dispersed, give lung 
cancer to everyone on earth 
In 
calling for a nuclear fission plant 
phase-out, a leading cost benefit 
economist, 
Allen 
Kneese 
of 
Resources for the Future, called it a 
"moral problem” and “ one of the 
most consequential that has ever

In the light of these and other 
developments, more scientists are

reduction of vast energy waste in 
our economy and the development
